I 
currently am Managing Director of Biosyn Arzneimiltei Gxnbll which is the assignee of the

2 I In. my experience, in intensive care patients, the administration of a composi tion 
comprising selenium and zinc m the ranges of 0.5-2 mg and 10- 100 mg, respectively, effectively 
compensates tor selenium deficiencies in the patient In contrast, seieniom supplement 
compositions commercially available at the time the application was filed could not adequately 
compensate for selenium deficiencies. 

3 . To my knowledge, the limitations of the selenium supplement compositions 
commercially available at the time the application was filed were unknown by those. in the art. 
indeed, these limitations were first recognised through research that was performed at my 
direction and supervision (see Table I of the application). 
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To address these limitations, a composition called Symrace^ which comprises a 



dally dose of 1 mg of selenium and a daily dose of 30 mg of zinc was developed under my 
supervision. This dose of sdepium is more dlan twice the .daily dose recommended by the 
World Health Organisation at the time the application was filed (i.e. ? 400 ugK The 
administration of the Synirace® composition produced, normal, levels of sdeniuni in. the blood 
and semm of patients, without toxic side-effects.
